Fear That Forty-Five I Persons May 
Be Buried in Windsor Hotel Fire. 


THE KNOWN DEAD NUMBER SIXTEEN. 


List of Injured Foots Up Fifty-Four 
—Search of the Ruins Hampered 
by the Great Heat — Heavy 
Losses of Guests. 


New York, March 20.—The latest es- 
timate with reference to the Windsor 
hotel fire places the number of dead at 
16; injured, 54; missing, 45. The figures 
cannot be accurate until heroie fire- 
men and police, supplemented by the 
wrecking companies, have dug into the 
mass that now blocks the streets 
around the ruined building. The value 
of the hotel, furniture, etc., is placed at 
$1,250,000; insurance, $890,000. No esti- 
mate can, be mada of the precious metal 
and gems which have withstood the 
flames and lie hidden in the embers and 
wreckage of the great hotel. One fam- 
ily lost jewelry valued, at $200,000, and 
the total will run up somewhere near 
a million. How much has been picked 
up and carried away can never be 
known, nor can. all ever be recovered. 
Mrs. Nancy Kirk, who lost her life, and 
her daughter, Mrs. Mary Kirk Haskins, 
had the family jewels, valued at more 
than $200,000, with them, There were 
scores of other wealthy families who 
lived in the hotel and who lost jewels 
worth thousands of dollars. 

The only things found during the 
early part of Sunday night were a set 
of artificial teeth on a gold plate and 
some articles of clothing. The ruins 
still smolder, and the smoke and gases 
blowing into the faces of the workers 
made their task one of great toil and 
hardship. From time to time men 
were compelled to desist for a few min- 
utes. By midnight the laborers had ex- 
eavated back from the front building 
line and to the subbasement for a dis- 
tance of 15 feet. The great value of 
jewels and jewelry in the wreck made 
the men work carefully. Each shovel- 
‘ul of the refuse was carefully exam- 
ined before being placed in the carts. 


Policemen both in uniform and in the 


guiseofforemen mingled with the work- 
ingmen carefully and watched their 
every movement. More than that, the 
men were searched at the end of their 
shifts. Many of the men resented his, 
saying that it was unnecessary, and pro- 
testing that no man would think of 
taking such property, and especially 
under the circumstances. 
Money Loss Estimated. 

The inmates of the Windsor were men 
and women of wealth and high social 
standing. They were all personal 
friends of Warren Leland. Season after 
season they had come in September to 
his house to spend the winter months 
there. In June they left for the sea- 
shore, and for three months the place 


F would be practically deserted. Nearly 


all of them were more or less in touch 
with the Goulds and Astors, who have 
always been friends of Mr. Leland. The 
Gould house was the first thrown open 
to them when in their agony they fled 
from the fire. 

Their apartments were filled with 
costly libraries, jewels, clothing and 


ff all that belongs to comfortable and 


fashionable hotel life. So true is this 


that the loss of patrons of the house in 


jewelry, securities and other personal 


property is placed at $750,000. The loss 


on the building and furniture is $1,250,- 
000, more than two-thirds of which is 
covered by insurance. 

Famous Fifth avenue has never seen 
such a wreck, such horror before. The 
preat driveway is impassable for more 
than two blocks. The front of Helen 
Gould’s home looks as if it had passed 
through a fiery furnace. As far north 
as the Central park entrance are cin- 
ders, half-burned papers, extinguished 
brands. For two squares in any diret- 
tion from the hotel the avenues present 
the appearance of having been rained 
upon by volcanic ash. 

Searching the Ruins. 

New York, March 20:—In a drizzling 
rain more than 200 men continued Sun- 
day'to work among the debris and smol- 
dering’ ruins of the Windsor hotel 
searching for the bodies of those who 
perished in the flames and to recover 
any valuables that might have escaped 
the ravages of the fire.

WORK OF A CYCLONE. 


Destructive Tornado Sweeps Ala- 
bama, Arkansas and Mississippi. 


SCORES OF BUILDINGS DEMOLISHED. 


A Great Many Persons Lose Their 
Lives and Scores of Others Are 
Injured—Amn Entire Fam- 
ily Killed. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 20.—A series 
of terrific windstorms swept through 
portions of Alabama, Mississippi and 


Arkansas Saturday, doing an immense |:

The storms 
covered a radius of several hundred 
miles, destroying telegraph wires and 
cutting off communication with a large 
part of the affected country.

Seven in One Family Killed. 
Birmingham, Ala., March 20,—The 
country between Edwardsville and 
Heflin, Clebourne county, was swept by 
a terrific cyclone at seven o’clock Satur- 
| day night. Nine persons are known to 
be dead and 25 badly injured. The 
worst injury was done at the home of 
Samuel Coffee. The family, consisting 
of 11 persons, wasat supper. The house 
was torn to pieces and: the inmates were 


| carried at a great distance and hurled 


violently to the ground. Seven of them 
were killed outright and: the remainder 
painfully injured. One child was lodged 
in the forks of a tree and hung there by 
its neck, which was broken.

PLAN FOR RATIFICATION. 


M. Cambon, the French Ambassador, 
Will Represent Spain in Final 
Ceremonies. 


Washington, March 20.—M. Cambon, 
the French ambassador, called at the 
department of state Saturday and 
served formal notice of the signature 
of the peace treaty at Madrid. Secre- 
tary Hay has indicated his preference 
that M. Cambon shall act as the agent 
for the Spanish government in the 
final exchange of ratifications. ‘This 
should hasten the last formalities. 

It was agreed that the ambassador 
should act as the representative of the 
Spanish government in making the final 
exchanges, while Secretary Hay will 
represent the government of the United 
States. Although not customary on 


such occasions itis probable that Presi-. 


dent McKinley will be present at the 
final ceremony of exchanging ratifica- 
tions, which, in that case, will take 
place at the white house, where the 
peace protocol was signed. It was said 
at the state department that the Span- 
ish government requested that Mr. 
Cambon’s services as its agent be ac- 
cepted; the French government gave 
its authorization and his designation 
was gratifying to ourown government. 
At the conference no time was set for 
the exchange ,as that will depend on the 
receipt of the papers from Madrid. M. 
Cambon is to receive the Spanish draft 
of the treaty, bearing the ratification 
of the queen regent, and is also to re- 
ceive the authorization to act for Spain 
in this exchange.

Many of the men resented this, 
saying that it was unnecessary, and pro- 
testing that no man would think of 
taking such property, and especially 
under the circumstances. 

Money Loss Estimated. 

The inmates of the Windsor were men 
and women of wealth and high social 
standing. They were all personal 
friends of Warren Leland. Season after 
season they had come in September to 
his house to spend the winter months 
there. In June they left for the sea- 
shore, and for three months the place 
would be practically deserted. Nearly 
all of them were more or less in touch 
with the Goulds and Astors, who have 
always been friends of Mr. Leland. The 
Gould house was the first thrown open 
to them when in their agony they fled 
from the fire. 

Their apartments were filled with 
costly libraries, jewels, clothing and 
all that belongs to comfortable and 
fashionable hotel life. So true is this 
that the loss of patrons of the house in 
jewelry, securities and other personal 
property is placed at $750,000. The loss 
on the building and furniture is $1,250,- 
000, more than two-thirds of which is 
covered by insurance. 

Famous Fifth avenue has never seen 
such a wreck, such horror before. The 
preat driveway is impassable for more 
than two blocks. The front of Helen 
Gould’s home looks as if it had passed 
through a fiery furnace. As far north 
as the Central park entrance are cin- 
ders, half-burned papers, extinguished 
brands. For two squares in any diret- 
tion from the hotel the avenues present 
the appearance of having been rained 
upon by volcanic ash. 

Searching the Ruins. 

New York, March 20:—In a drizzling 
rain more than 200 men continued Sun- 
day to work among the debris and smol- 
dering’ ruins of the Windsor hotel 
searching for the bodies of those who 
perished in the flames and to recover 
any valuables that might have escaped 
the ravages of the fire. The efforts of 
the searchers were futile, however, as 
the ruins were too hot to permit much 
progress, and the smoke arising from 
the burning material was rendered 


more dense by the dampness of the at- 


mosphere. At, intervals during the 
night flames burst forth from the burn- 
ing embers and drove back the work- 
men. Work was begun Sunday morn- 
ing to demolish the fragmentary por- 
tions of walls on the east and north 
sides of the burned building, and later 
the number of workers was reenforced 
and the work of removing the rubbish 
pushed as vigorously as was practi- 
cable. The chimney, 85 feet high, stand- 
ing on the Forty-sixth street side of 
the ruins near Fifth avenue, was 
blown up. Thirty pounds of dyna- 
mite were placed under the base ofthis 


‘chimney and electricity was used to ex- 


plode it. During the day workmen were 
engaged in picking to pieces the six- 
story wall that is standing on the Forty- 
seventh street side of the hotelin order 
to make search in the ruins safe. The 
second 85-foot chimney was dynamited 
shortly after three o’clock in the after- 
noon. The explosion wrecked a num- 
ber of plate glass windows and'doors in 
near-by residences. A large force of 
men were at work on what was the main 
entrance to the hotel. It was expected 
that bodies would first be found there. 
A large amount of small articles, prin- 
cipally the personal property of guests, 
was found. 

Thinks Thieves Were at Work. 

A. P. Demorest called at the East 
Fifty-first street police station and re- 
ported that he had a small safe filled 
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-this year unquestionably will lead to 


proprietor of the Windsor hotel, and 
who died from injuries received at the 
fire, were held Sunday morning at the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, Rev. Dr.

THE SPANISH. PRISONERS. 


Spain Will Protest to the World 
Against the Action of 
Gen. Otis. 


Madrid, March 20.—Senor Silvela, 
premier and minister of foreign affairs, 
had a conference Sunday with the 
French ambassador regarding the lib- 
eration of Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Filipinos. Spain, it is re- 
ported, has determined to protest to 
the civilized world against the atti- 
tude of the Americans in hindering the 
efforts of Gen. Rios, Spanish com- 
mander in the Philippines, to liberate 
the prisoners. The government will 
demand a credit for the payment of the 
interest on the Cuban debt. 

Washington, March 20,—The Spanish 
government, through the French am- 
bassador, M. Cambon, has presented to 
the state department a representation 
as to the condition of the Spanish pris- 
oners held by the Philippine insur- 
gents, setting forth what they consider 
the serious results arising from Gen. 
Otis’ recent prohibition of efforts by 
the Spanish authorities to secure the 
release of the prisoners. 


THE UTAH SENATORSHIP. 


Wells Says That He Will Not 
Appoint a Successor te) Sen- 
ater Cannon, 


Gov. 


Salt Lake, Utah, March 20.—Gov. 
Wells has decided for the present at 
least not to appoint a United States sen- 
ator to succeed Senator Cannon, whose 
successor failed of election in the joint 
assembly which closed its session in a 
deadlock March 9 last. The governor 
states that should a senator be appoint- 
ed from one of the states which, like 
Utah, have failed to return a successor 
to its retiring senator and the United 
States senate should act favorably on 
the appointment, he will then appoint 
Senator Cannon’s successor, but other- 
wise he will allow the matter to be set- 
tled by the next legislature. 


Feud Ends in Murder. 

Terre Haute, Ind., March 20.—A dis- 
patch to the Express from Carbon, Ind., 
says: Walter Jones, driver of a wagon 
for the Terre Haute Brewing company, 
shot and killed Edward Adams, a coal 
miner, in the rear of a saloon in this 
place Saturday afternoon. Threeshots 
were fired and Adams fell at the first 
shot. Although still alive Adams was 
left to die where he fell, exposed to the 
pouring rain, while the men in the sa- 
Joon returned totheircards. Jonesand 
Adams were relatives and the shooting 
is the result of a feud of long standing. 
The murderer escaped and has not yet 
been captured. 


Horse on the Track. 

Auburn, Cal., March 20.—A horse on 
the railroad track near Clipper Gap 
Switch was the primary cause of a rail- 
roal accident, in which two trainmen 
were killed and a third seriously in- 
jured. West-bound freight train No. 9 
struck the horse, with the result that 
the first engine of the train was ditched 
end its boiler broken. The engineer 
and fireman were scalded: to death and 
az unknown eines 3 was sv burned, 
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cutting off communication with a large 
part of the affected country. Clebourne 
county, Ala., seems to have suffered the 


most severely, the storm assuming the 


proportions of a tornado. The reports 


of fatalities in the county vary from 
six to twenty, and many more are said 
to have been injured. At Sellers and Lu- 
verne, Ala., much damage is reported, 
and at Robroy, Ark., one man was 
killed and several were badly injured. 
Dumas, Ark., was practically wiped out 
of existence and several other towns 
in the vicinity suffered severely. One 
person is reported killed at . Hickory 
Flat, Miss., and as the farmhouses in 
the vicinity suffered heavily itis not un- 
likely that many fatalities occurred 
which have not yet been reported. 
Seven in One Family Killed. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 20.—The 
country between Edwardsville and 
Heflin, Clebourne county, was swept by 
a terrific cyclone at seven o’clock Satur- 
| day night. Nine persons are known to 
be dead and 25 badly injured. The 
worst injury was done at the home of 
Samuel Coffee. The family, consisting 
of 11 persons, was at supper. The house 
was torn to pieces and: the inmates were 
carried at a great distance and hurled 
violently to the ground. Seven of them 
were killed outright and: the remainder 
painfully injured. One child was lodged 
in the forks of a tree and hung there by 
its neck, which was broken. Two other 
deaths also occtrred, but particulars 
are not at hand. Dozens of flour and 
grain mills were destroyed and many 
cattle killed. The devastation was com- 
plete and the money loss alone very 
great. 

In Mississippi. 

Hickory Flat, Miss., March 20.—A tor- 
nado struck this place Saturday, doing 
considerable damage to buildings and 
other property. The school building 
| and two churches were demolished and 


| 25 dwellings blown down or unroofed. 


Several persons received painful in- 
juries. A family living west of here 
lost its dwelling and a young woman 
was killed. Trees were torn up by the 
roots, twisted off like reeds, and all 
fencing in the path of the cyclone lev- 
eled to the ground. On some farms near 
here hardly a building was left stand- 
ing. 
In Arkansas, 

Little Rock, Ark., March 20.—A tor- 
nado passed through portions of Jef- 
ferson and Desha counties Saturday 
afternoon. Telegraph wires were 
blown down and the details are coming 
in slowly. At Robroy five houses were 
blown down and one man killed. The 


town of Dumas, in Desha county, was. 


struck and considerable damage done. 
Nearly all the houses in the town were 
either blown down or damaged and sev- 
eral persons were wounded, but so far 
as can be learned no lives were lost. 

Four Killed Near Waynesboro, Ga. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 20.—A special to 
the Constitution from Waynesboro, 
Ga., says a cyclone passed over Burke 
county at three o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. In the vicinity of Waynesboro 
four people were killed. Several houses 
were demolished and much damage 
done. : 


BEATEN TO DEATH. 


Aged Woman Murdered and Her Sis- 
ter Fatally Hurt by a Young 
Colored Lad. 


Upper Marlboro, Md., March 20.— 
Mary A. Clarke, aged 52 years, was 
beaten to death and her sister, Annie 
Clarke, aged 48 years, was fatally hurt 
Saturday night at Bowie, Md., a village 
near this place, by John Berry, a 15- 
year-old engro boy, who is in jail for the 
crime. The deed was a ferocious one, 
the aged and defenseless women being 
surprised by the boy and literally beat- 
en to a jelly with a club. Miss Annie 
Clarke saved herself frominstant death 
by promising to give the boy $100 and 
pledging herself not to betray him if 
he spared her life. Intense indignation 
prevails here and a lynching is not im- 
probable.

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PLAN FOR RATIFICATION. 


M. Cambon, the French Ambassador, 
Will Represent Spain in Final 
Ceremonies. 


Washington, March 20.—M. Cambon, 
the French ambassador, called at the 
department of state Saturday and 
served formal notice of the signature 
of the peace treaty at Madrid. Secre- 
tary Hay has indicated his preference 
that M. Cambon shall act as the agent 
for the Spanish government in the 
final exchange of ratifications. This 
should hasten the last formalities. 

It was agreed that the ambassador 
should act as the representative of the 
Spanish government in making the final 
exchanges, while Secretary Hay will 
represent the government of the United 
States. Although not customary on 


such occasions itis probable that Presi-. 


dent McKinley will be present at the 
final ceremony of exchanging ratifica- 
tions, which, in that case, will take 
place at the white house, where the 
peace protocol was signed. It was said 
at the state department that the Span- 
ish government requested that Mr. 
Cambon’s services as its agent be ac- 
cepted; the French government gave 
its authorization and his designation 
was gratifying to our own government. 
At the conference no time was set for 
the exchange ,as that will depend on the 
receipt of the papers from Madrid. M. 
Cambon is to receive the Spanish draft 
of the treaty, bearing the ratification 
of the queen regent, and is also to re- 
ceive the authorization to act for Spain 
in this exchange. This will take ten 


days, and the time will then be fixed 


for the ceremony of exchange.

SINGLE TAX 


W. L. Miggett Spoke Upon 
the Subject Yesterday. 


What Would Be Its Economic and 
Moral Effect Upon Society If the 
Single Tax Were Adopted. 


W. L. Miggett spoke upon the subject 
of the Single Tax before the Business 


Men’s club in the Congregational 
church yesterday. 

The aim of single taxers, said the 
speaker, is to gradually abolish all 


present forms of direct and indirect tax- 
ation, except the tax upon the value of 
land, irrespective of improvements, and 
at the same time to increase this tax 
until the entire revenue for local, state 
and national government is derived 
from this single tax source, or until the 
entire value of land is absorbed in tax- 
ation. 

This tax is to be levied proportionate- 
ly to the value, not to the superficial 
area of the land. It is necessary to keep 
clearly in mind that lit is a ‘tax upon 
land value not a tax upon land. 

This proposition must not be confused 
with systems of land nationalization as 
proposed by various reformers. Many 
authorities upon sociological matters do 
persistently so class the -single tax 
proposition. It is a mistake, neverthe- 
less, and the confusion ‘will gradually 
disappear as the subject becomes bet- 
ter understood. 

The single tax involves no bureau- 


eratio administration of the public do-— 


main with its attendant discrimina- 
tions, other than the abatement of nuis- 
ances and ‘the construction and main- 
tenance of public works. 

Any system of land nationalization, 
so called, does involve a bureau cf ad- 
ministration which must of necessity 
become cumbersome, inefficient and 
corupt, while the single land value tax, 
rising ‘where land values rise, and fall- 
ing where land values fall, will auio- 
matically and effectyally check all land 
grabbing schemes, however great or 
small, without any supervision on the 
part of the government other than to 
see that land is taxed in proportion to 
its value. 

This wili happen, for the simple rea- 
son that no one will hold Jand under 
heavy taxation without putting it to 
its proper use, and for the other reason 
that they willl not be taxed for improv- 
ing it. It is this broad distinction that 
separates the single tax from all land 
nationalization schemes, and which the 
current writer does not see or, if he 
does, he does not say so. 

Single taxers do not propose to usher 
in the millenium or to change human 
nature. They do not propose to disturb 
property rights in the least nor to rer- 
der possession of land by individuals or 
corporations for use any less secure. 
Rather they hope to make both more 
certain to the average man and the 
legitimate business organization than 
they are at present, for the foundation 
of their economic faith is property to 
the man who earns it and wealth to him 
who saves it. — 

We must distinguish clearly between 
land and other forms of property or 
wealth. Land is the gift of nature, the 
bounty of the Creator to man. All other 
forms of wealth are produced by labor. 
Land is a fixed quantity. All other 
wealth ig a variable quantity. Land ex- 
ists of itself. All other wealth comes 
from the land through the agency of 
labor. In fact, to discuss the subject 
exactly anid scientifically we must rot 
consider land as wealth at all, but as 
opportunity to produce wealth, as the 
storehouse from which ‘we draw the raw 
material to fashion into wealth. Since 
land is the source of all wealth and 
the base of all human existence, it is 
at once clear that it should not be 
classed and treated as an article of 
merchandise. The great natural re- 


sources of the United States, which, 


-it from the consumers. 


follow that placing taxes upon wealth 
produced by labor instead of upon the 
value of land, decreases opportunities 
for employment of labor and capital 
and lowers wages and interest. 

The laborers suffers most, for being 
shut out from land where he might em- 
ploy himself, he is forced into the ranks 
of criminals and tramps, while capital 
invests in the land value itself to get a 
return, with the result of making the 
former bad condition worse. For, being 
taxed upon improvements, the investor 
will only improve as he has to. 

I venture to say that there is not an 


owner of real estate present who bas 


not hesitated in his desire to build a 
house or otherwise improve his land at 
the thought of being roundly fined for 
doing so. Every one waits for the other 
to improve, and the rusult is capital is 
tied up in idle land, labor is unemploy- 
ed, business is stagnant, and God’s 
earth is devoted to raising weeds and 
breeding pestilenice. 

The taxation of wealth produced by 
labor checks industry in two ways. 
First, by imposing a direct fine upon 
industrial activity as if it were a crime 
to engage in industry and give employ- 
ment to labor, and secondly, by enabling 
the landholder and speculator to lay a 
tribute upon the laborer and capitalist. 

The single tax, on the other hand, will 
relieve and encourage the producer and 
distributor in two ways. First, by re- 
lieving him of all taxation upon his fix- 
tures and goods, and, second, by reduc- 
ing the value of land. 

Many will object to this view, main- 
taining that wealth ought to be taxed, 
or, to use a more popular phrase, the 
rich man ought to bear his proportion- 
ate share of the expense of govern- 
ment. Where is the rich man’s prop- 
erty located? Is it not where land val- 
ues are the greatest? If he maintains 
a country palace seat and shooting 
grounds, is it not by means of revenue 
derived from property located ‘where 
land values are highest? If he is taxed 
directly upom his wealth, he hides it 
and prevaricates when the assessor is 
around. He cannot hide his land ror 
the value of it. If he is taxed indirect- 
ly, as upon manufactured products, he 
adds the tax to his price and re-collects 
But he cannot 
Shift the land value tax upon his cus- 
tomers, for others would immediately 
compete because of cheaper land and 
bring his prices to the normal point. It 
is admitted and taught by all econo- 
mists that a tax upon rent, which is 
the economic term for the value of land, 
cannot be shifted upon others by the 
land owner upon whom it is levied. It 
is the only ‘tax for which they make 
such a claim, which amounts to a tacit 
admission that it is the only tax that 
cannot be shifted. The most dangerous 
and vicious mode of raising revenue is 
by indirect taxation, as tariff, excise 
and license taxes. Wiiliam Pitt once 
said that the last rag could be taxed 
from the ‘back and the last bite from 
the mouth without causing a murmer, 
by taxing a great number of articles of 
Gaily necessity so indirectly that the 
people would not know it, This is be- 
cause the original payers of the tax add 
it to the price of the goods and re- 
collect it with a profit on both goods 
and tax. The income tax or any other 
tax upon wealth either places a premi- 
um upon dishonesty or renders the peo- 
ple blind, and the fact that they have 
interest in good government because 
they cannot see what they are paying 
for its support, and because they can 
be either avoided or shifted they de- 
feat the very object for which they are 
assessed, that of taxing people accord- 
ing to their wealth. While the single 
tax will tax every one in proportion to 
their wealth because the wealthy man 
is the owner of the valuable land, aud 
‘because he cannot avoid or shift the 
single tax.

Which Will Tell Whether a Child Is 
Tired or Feigning-—It Is Called the 
Ergograph and Is Attracting Wide 
Attention. 


Eastern educators are said to be 
deeply interested just at present in the 
result of experiments being made in 
Chicago schools with the ergograph. 
This very remarkable instrument is a 
terror to all shirks, and at once shows 
whether a child is really tired or ‘‘mak- 
ing believe” in order to avoid more 


work, and belongs essentially to the 
“new psychology.” 
Its invention, says the New York 


Press, was due to Prof.-Mosso, of Turin, 
who used it first about 1892, and it was 
brought to this country by Prof. Lom- 
bard, now of the University of Michi- 
gan, but formerly of Clark university. 
the 
expenditure of force, but primarily it is 
used in practice to measure fatigue. 

It is simple in its mechanism and in 
the method of operation. A ‘cord runs 
smoothly over a pulley. To one end a 
weight is attached and at the other 
there is a small leather hook in which 
the middie finger may be inserted. A 
stylus is attached in such a manner 
that with each forward and backward 
movement of the cord, as the weight 
is raised or lowered, a mark is made 
upon a cylinder covered with smoked 
paper and kept revolving either by 
electricity or by clockwork. 

A record, called the ergogram, is thus 
made of the amount of effort expended 
in successive movements. 

TO make schoolroom tests i. the 
ergograph practical and valuable they 
must be made often and under varying 
conditions for a prolonged period of 
time. Physical and mental conditions 
vary at different times of the day and 
from one day to another. To get at 
the temperament and ‘the normal as 
well as the accidental condition of the 
pupil he should have a test early in 
the morning before he has begun his 
day’s work. After that he should have 
one every hour, if possible, to determine 
the effect of his various occupations. 
These tests should be made several 
times a week and the records kept for 
comparison. 

If it is found from them that arith- 
metic, for instance, is more trying at 
one period of the day than at another, 
the time for that study should be 
changed so as to have it come at that 
period when it will produce the least 
fatigue. | 

The difficulty in applying this prin- 
ciple in public school classes lies in the 
number and mixed charaicter of the 
pupil’s composing them. Willie’s ergo- 
gram at the close of the geography reci- 
citation may show him to be in a de- 
plorably fatigued condition, while Har- 
ry, who likes geography, will have been. 
so stimulated that his curves will be 
strong and numerous. Between these 
two there will be all sorts and degrees 
of fatigue as ue DEON Od by the Ry Eis cree epi.

Four Waianae Records at 
the Indoor Meet. 


Teetzel in the 40 Yd. Dash, McLean 
in 40 Yd. Hurdles, Lehr in the Shot 
Put and Odie in the Walk Dis 
tinguished Themselves. 


The annual indoor meet was old in 
Waterman gymnasium Saturday after- 
noon and evninige, and resulted in the 
lowering of four University records 
The disagreeable weather kept many 
away and there were not over 500 spec- 
tators present in the evening, and about 
20C in the afternoon. 

The first event was the 40-yard dash. 
Twenty-six men ran in the trials. Teet- 
zel won in the finals in 4 3-5 seconds, 
which makes the indoor record. This 
Same time was made by Hartsburg in 
his trial heat, 

In the 40-yard low hurdle, Captain 
McLean broke the indoor record for that 
event, doing the distance in 5 seconds 
flat. The high hurdle was also award- 
ed to McLean by the judges, although 
one of the judges and the majority of 
the spectators were of the opinion that 
if Hartsburg did not win the race it 
was certainly a tie between McLean 
and Hartsburg. 

The next record to Pas was in the 
shot put. Lehr won this by a put of 
40 feet and 1 inch, which was 21 inches 
further than the record made by him 
last year. Odle lowered the recor] for 
the half-mile walk by 214 seconds, mak- 
ing it in 3:35. Brookfield was about 10 
yards ahead at the finish, but the 
judges declared that he, and three of 
the other contestants as well, 
and hence gave it to Odle. 

Barrett, although he won the half- 
mile run, did not lower the record as 
was expected, on account of the inferior 
work of his pacemakers. 

Lehr, who won the shot put, and 
Davies, one of the most promising pole 
vaulters, will be unable to do much 
more work in those two events from 
now on owing to the fact that they will 
both be needed on the ’Varsity nine and 
Will have no chance for track work, 

In the afternoon the most interest- 
esting events were the exhibition bouts 
in heavyweight boxing between Hicks 
and Porter. Both are clever boxers, 
Porter’s defensive work being especial- 
ly good. The bout between Potter and 
Ziegler was a hard one and it took four 
roufsds to decide it. Yale’s work ‘in the 
lightweight class was probably the most 
scientfic done in any of the matches. 
He is remarkably quick and boxes well. 
Davalla was an easy winner in the fenc- 
ing bout. He is a Mexican by birth and 
has handled the foils all his life. 

The class championship was ‘won by 
the freshmen with 20 points; ’00 law and 
’00 lit. tied for second with 15 points. 
each. No other class won over 5 points. 
The best individual scores were as fol- 
slows: McLean, 10 points; Hartsburg, 9 
points; Teetzel, Lehr, Barrett, Odle and 
Adams, each 5 points; Snow and Tryon, 
each 4 points. :

SIR WALTER RALEIGH. 


iis Lire Encompassed All There Is t? 
‘Know. 
Raleigh’s day of days was the sack 


of Cadiz in 1596, says the Fortnightly | 


Review. It was Raleigh who overbore 
the timid counsels of Lord Thomas 
Howard, crying out to Lord. Essex: 
‘Entramos! Entramos!” a permission 
so acceptable to the gallant young earl 
that he threw his hat into the sea 
for sheer joy. Then Raleigh betook 
him to his ship and led the van under 
the batteries and right into the har- 
bor. When his vessel, shattered by 
shot, was on the point of sinking, he 
left it to enter Essex’s ship, and, 
though severely wounded by a splinter, 


ed onto a horse, to charge with Essex 
against the Spanish army. 

Of the sea fight Hakluyt says: 
“What manper of fight was this, and 
with what courage performed, and 
with what terror to the beholder copr- 
tinued, where so many thundering, 
tearing peeces were for so long a time 
discharged, I leave it to the Reader to 
thinke and imagine.” Of the charge 
on shore, he tells us: ‘‘The time of 
the day was very hot and faint, and‘ 
the way was all of dry, deepe, sly ding 
sand in and beside that, 
very uneven.

W. L. Miggett spoke upon the subject 
of the Single Tax before the Business 
Men’s club in the Congregational 
church yesterday. 

The aim of single taxers, said the 
speaker, is to gradually abolish all 
present forms of direct and indirect tax- 
ation, except the tax upon the value of 
land, irrespective of improvements, and 
at the same time to increase this tax 
until the entire revenue for local, state 
and national government is derived 
from this single tax source, or until the 
entire value of land is absorbed in tax- 
ation. 

This tax is to be levied proportionate- 
ly ‘to the value, not to the superficial 
area of the land. It is necessary to keep 
clearly in mind that it is a ‘tax upon 
land value not a tax upon land. 

This proposition must not be confused 
with systems of land nationalization as 
proposed by various reformers. Many 
authorities upon sociological matters do 
persistently so class the single tax 
proposition. It is a mistake, neverthe- 


less, and the confusion ‘will gradually . 


disappear as the subject becomes bet- 
ter understood. 
The single tax involves no bureau- 


eratio administration of the public do-` 


main |with its attendant discrimina- 


tions, other than the abatement of nuis- 


ances and the construction and main- 
tenance of public works. 

Any system of land nationalization, 
so called, does involve a bvreau of ad- 
ministration which must of necessity 
become cumbersome, inefficient .and 
corupt, while ithe single land value tax, 


relieve and encourage the producer and 
distributor in two ways. First, by re- 
lieving him of all taxation upon his fix- 
tures and goods, and, second, by reduc- 
ing the value of land. 

Many will object to this view, main- 
taining that wealth ought to be taxed, 
or, to use a more popular phrase, the 
rich man ought to bear his proportion- 
ate share of the expense of govern- 
ment. Where is the rich man’s prop- 
erty located? Is it not where land val- 
ues are the greatest? If he maintains 
a country palace. seat and shooting 
grounds, is it not by means of revenue 
derived from property located ‘where 
land values are highest? If he is taxed 
directly upom his wealth, he hides it 
and prevaricates when the assessor is 
around. He cannot hide his land ror 
the value of it. If he is taxed indirect- 
ly, as upon manufactured products, he 


adds the tax to his price and re-collects 
-it from the consumers. 


But he cannot 
Shift the land value tax upon his cus- 
tomers, for others would immediately 
compete because of cheaper land and 
bring his prices to the normal point. It 
is admitted and taught by all econo- 
mists that a tax upon rent, which is 
the economic term for the value of land, 
cannot be shifted upon others by the 
land owner upon whom it is levied. It 
is the only ‘tax for ‘which they make 
such a claim, which amounts to a tacit 
admission that it is the only tax that 
cannot be shifted. The most dangerous 


| and vicious mode of raising revenue is 


rising where land values rise, and fall- | 


ing where land values fall, will auto- 
matically and effectyally check all land 
grabbing schemes, however great or 
small, without any supervision on the 
part of the government other than to 
see that land is taxed in proportion to 
its value. 

This wili happen, for the simple rea- 
son that no one will hold Jand under 
heavy taxation without putting it to 
its proper use, and for the other reason 
that they will not be taxed for improv- 
It is ‘this broad distinction that 
separates the single tax from all land 
nationalization schemes, and ‘which the 
current writer does not see if he 
does, he does not say so. 

Single taxers do not propose to usher 
in the millenium or to change human 
nature. They do not propose to disturb 
property rights in the least nor to rer- 
der possession of land by individuals or 
less secure. 
Rather they hope ‘to make both more 
certain to the average man and the 
legitimate business organization than 
they are at present, for the foundation 
of their economic faith is property to 
the man who earns it and wealth to him 
who saves it. | 

We must distinguish clearly between 
land and other forms of property or 
wealth. Land is the gift of nature, the 
bounty of the Creator to man. Al other 
forms of wealth are produced by labor. 
Land is a fixed quantity. All other 
wealth ig a variable quantity. Land ex- 
ists of itself. All other wealth comes 
from the land through the agency of 
labor. In fact, to discuss the subject 
exactly and scientifically we must rot 
consider land as wealth at all, but as 
opportunity to produce wealth, as the 
storehouse from which we draw the raw 
material to fashion into wealth. Since 
land is the source of all wealth and 
the base of all human existence, it is 
at once clear that it should not be 
classed and treated as an article of 
merchandise. The great natural re- 
sources of the United States, which,. 
coupled with Anglo-Saxon enterprise, 
have made this country pre-eminent as 
a producing nation, are all included in 
the term land. But ‘we allow these re- 
sources to be trafficked: in like ordinary 
merchandise. Competition becomes not 
a struggle to produce and distribute 
wealth upon the largest and most econ- 
omical scale, but a struggie to extract 
the largest proportion of the prodiicer’s 
output from him for the use of 
opportunity, and thus a struggle to 
check industry render men and capital 
idle and produce poverty with ail its 
retinue of vices. 

If we tax land values there will be 
no less land than there was before, for 
it is a quantity fixed by nature. But if 
we tax wealth produced by labor, 
will be less wealth than if we were not 
taxed, because ït will discourage men 
from producing wealth. The heavier 


or 


the products of labor are taxed the less | 


the incentive will be to production and 
the greater will be the tendency for cap- 
italists to withdraw their money from 
productive industries and invest it in 
enterprises, as 
speculation, stock gambling, etc. 

Again, the less land values are taxed 
the easier it is for land owners to hold 
out for high prices, thus making it 
more difficult to obtain land, to build 
stores, dwellings or factories or to carry 
on any useful industry. It must then ,

by indirect taxation, as tariff, excise 
and license taxes. William Pitt once 
said that the last rag could be taxed 
from the ‘back and the last bite from 
the mouth without causing a murmer, 
by taxing a great number of articles of 
daily necessity so indirectly that the 
people would not know it, This is be- 
cause the original payers of the tax add 
it to the price of the goods and re- 
collect it ‘with a profit on both goods 
and tax. The income tax or any other 
tax upon wealth either places a premi- 
um upon dishonesty or renders the peo- 
ple blind, and the fact that they have 
interest in good government because 
they cannot see what they are paying 
for its Support, and because they can 
be either avoided or shifted they de- 
feat the very object for which they are 
assessed, that of taxing people accord- 
ing to their wealth. While the single 
tax will tax every one iin proportion to 
their wealth because the wealthy man 
is the owner of the valuable ldnd, aud 
‘because he cannot avoid or shift the 
single tax.

Carl Rettick is the son of Charles 
Rettick, the well known plumber of this 
city. Carl was a telegraph operator 
and had gone south. His father states 
that he has not heard from him since 
last Christmas, at whieh time he wrote 
that he was doing well and that he has 
‘worried about his not writing. He has 
never received any intimation that he 
was despondent, and thinks that he 
may have fallen into bad company.

Augusta, Ga., March 20.—Ex-Senator 
Patrick Walsh died Sunday merning at 
7330. 
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the method of operation. A ‘cord runs 
smoothly over a pulley. To one end a 
weight is attached and at the other 
there is a small leather hook in which 
the middle finger may be inserted. A 
stylus is attached in such a manner 
that with each forward and backward 
movement of the cord, as the weight 
is raised or lowered, a mark is made 
upon a cylinder covered with smoked 
paper and kept revolving’ either by 
electricity or by clockwork. 

‘A record, called the ergogram, is thus 
made of the amount of effort expended 
in successive movements. 

To make schoolroom tests with the 
ergograph practical and valuable they 
must be made often anid under varying 
conditions for a prolonged period of 
time, Physical and mental conditions 
vary at different times of the day and 
from one day to another. To get at 
the temperament and the normal as 
well as the accidental condition of the 
pupil he should have a test early in 
the morning before he has begun his 
day’s work. After that he should have 
one every hour, if possible, to determine 
the effect of his various occupations. 
These tests should be made several 
times a week anid the records kept for 
comparison. 

Tf it is found from them that arith- 
metic, for instance, is more trying at 
one period of the day than at another, 
the time for that study should be 
changed so as to have it come at that 
period when it will produce the least 
fatigue. 

The difficulty in applying this prin- 
ciple in public school classes lies in the 
number and mixed ‘character of the 
pupil’s composing them. Willie’s ergo- 
gram at the close of the geography reci- 
citation may show him to be in a de- 
plorably fatigued condition, while Har- 
ry, who likes geography, will have been. 
so stimulated that his curves will be 
strong and numerous. Between these 
two there will be all sorts and degrees 
of fatigue as ie proveg X the Py ihe efgoerann. 


COCK FIGHT 


Ka Arbor Sporta Win About 
$700 


Against a Combination of Detroit, 
Jackson and Chatham Birds—One 
Fight Lasted for Two Hours and 
Forty Minutes. 


A special car of 40 Ann Arbor sports 
went to Detroit Saturday night and re- 
turned yesterday noon with about $700 
of money whitch was last week owned 
by Detroit, Jackson ana Chatharn par- 
ties. 

The game on which Ann Arbor won 
was chicken fighting. The match had 
been made for nine battles at $20 a bat- 
tle and $100 on the malin.

The Ladies’ Library lecture course 
was closed Saturday by an interesting 
talk on “‘Corea,’’ by ‘Mrs. Sally B. Sill, 
of Detroit, wife of Prof. J. M. B. Sill, 
formerly president of the Normal, 
Mrs. Sill was the companion of her 
husband during his entire term as U. S. 
minister to Corea, and the material of 
her talk was gathered from person- 
al experience anid observation. 
Both by reason of the delightful way 
in which it ‘was presented and the in- 
trinsic interest which the subject pos- 
sesses, the lecture was one of the most 
entertaining on thie course. 

Mrs. Sill’s account of the marriage 
and burial ceremonies was particularly 
interesting, the former rites attracting 
in particular the attention of the ladies 
by the unenviable part taken by the 
bride. The ‘‘engaged’’ couple are of 
course not allowed to see each other 
until just before the conjugal knot is 
tied, and then for three days after the 
ceremony they are separated. The 
bride’s appearance during the fateful 
moments of the ceremony is according 
to anything but Semetic standards the 
reverse of handsome. Clothed in scores 
of garments until she is utterly help- 
less, her discomfort lis further increased 
by having her face covered with a 
thick, pasty compound, and her eyes 
pasted together. After the age of seven 
‘or eight the females of the higher class 
are allowed to be seen by any other of 
the opposite sex than ‘their father, hus- 
band or brothers, 

In general, Mrs. Sill’s opinion of the 
Coreans is very favorable. They are 
tractable anid learn readily, and are or- 
dinarily gentle and peacable. They kave 
made considerable advanee in many of 
the mechanical arts, and their prejudice 
to the western civilization and modes 
of living is beginning to weaken. 

In connection with the Ladies’ Li- 
brary course, which was concluded Sat- 
urday, there will be an entertainment 
in the library Wednesday evening, 
April 4. On ‘this occasion President 
Boone, of the Nermal, will deliver an 
address, following ‘which a reception 
will be given in the parlors below.
